The Congress recently sent to the President for signature the Energy and Water 
Development Appropriations Act, 1998. Among other provisions, this bill would 
immediately transfer responsibility for the Formerly Utilized Sites Remedial Action 
Program @USRAP) from the Department of Energy to the United States Army 
Corps of Engineers. Assuming that this transfer becomes law, but without 
prejudging the President’s decision, the Department of Energy will work with the 
Corps to ensure a prompt and smooth transition, consistent with the wishes of the ’ 
Congress. 

. 
Should this provision become law, the Department of Energy’s lands, property : 
access rights, cleanup responsibilities, claims and liabilities related to FUSR4P will 
transfer to the Corps by operation of law. A list of affected sites, including 
currently known potential sites and completed sites (some of which require I 
continued monitoring and other activities) is enclosed. A number of legal 
instruments, such as environmental permits and cleanup agreements established 
with the Environmental Protection Agency and state regulators for various 
FUSRAP sites,<will need to reflect the Corps’ role as successor to the Department 
of Energy. I have directed my ‘staff to work with the Corps ,a.nd regulatory 
agencies to ensure that these conforming changes are completed as quickly as 
possible. 

In the conference’report accompanying this legislation, the Congress recognized 
that FUSRAP is conducted for the Department of Energy by contractors, and 
expressed the expectation that the program would continue within the existing 
contract framework during the terms of the current contracts, with mi&nal 
disruption in operations. To facilitate that goal2 I have directed the Manager of the 
Department’s Oak Ridge Operations Office to assign the FUSRAP contractsto the 
Corps g and as soon as, the transfer is signed into law. . 
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The Departqent is close to afinal settlem ent with W . R Grace &-&. regarding 
Grace’s liability for cleantip costs at the Wayne, New Jers& FUSIcqp site. he : 
transfer of.the program  m eans it willno longer + apprOpri&e for the Departm ent 
to ~im ntim ie these .negotiations. Our Office of General Counsel is prep&d to brief 
your lav+rs on fhe status of the negotiations with Grace so that the Corps car+ -if 
il.wishes, .prom ptly conclude those &go&ions.. 

Although I did not support the propoqal to tmnsfkr,responsibiIity for FUS& 
fkom  the Departm ent of Energy to the Corps, I want to assure you that the ” . 
Departm ent stands ready to assist the C!ox$s in.qsum ing its new respOnsibiity 

‘with’the dispatch and efficiency anticipated by the Congress. I have asked . 
Deputy Secretary ElizabetkA. M oler to lead the Departm ent’s efforts hi this 
regard.
